Two University of Alberta stu¬ 
dents and one former student 
have been identified as the 
victims of Monday’s fatal car 
crash on Highway 2. 

In a statement released by 
U of A Tuesday, president In¬ 
dira Samarasekera expressed 
her sadness for the loss of 
the international students 
and alumnus, originally from 
China. 

“Words seem inadequate 
to express the sadness envel¬ 
oping our campus today,” she 
wrote. “On behalf of our uni¬ 
versity community, I wish to 
send my heartfelt condolences 


to the families and friends of 
the students who died.” 

A 20-year-old man, 24-year- 
old man and 20-year-old 
woman were confirmed dead 
just after 10:40 a.m. Monday 
when Leduc RCMP arrived at 
the single-vehicle collision just 
south of the construction of 
the new 41st Avenue overpass. 

A fourth person, a 21-year- 
old woman, was also in the 
vehicle and was airlifted to an 
Edmonton hospital, where she 
remains in serious but stable 
condition. 

The Consulate-General of 
the People’s Republic of China 
released a statement Tuesday, 
saying it’s working with the U 
of A and the Chinese Students 
and Scholars Association to 
contact family members of 
the victims, along with secur¬ 
ing emergency visas for family 
members of the deceased. 

The exact cause of the col¬ 
lision is still unknown, but 
police believe the SUV lost 
control and rolled over. QEII 
southbound was closed for 
several hours Monday as po¬ 
lice investigated the scene.

The Edmonton Public School 
Board is hoping Alberta stu¬ 
dents will soon learn that 
only “yes” means “yes” when 
it comes to sex. 

Trustees approved a plan to 
lobby the province to include 
consent in the new human 
sexuality curriculum, during 
a Tuesday board meeting. 

A report submitted to the 
board noted that students 
need to have a clear under¬ 
standing of sexual consent 
and how it applies to their 
interactions with other 
people. 

Trustee Orville Chubb 
brought forward the motion 
to draft a letter to the minister

of education recommending 
the concept of consent be add¬ 
ed to the Alberta curriculum. 

According to Chubb, con¬ 
sent is the “missing piece” in 
the current curriculum and 
now is the ideal time to lobby 
the government, as the prov¬ 
ince undergoes a curriculum 
redesign. 

Consent, as defined by 
the Criminal Code, is “the 
voluntary agreement of the 
complainant to engage in the 
sexual activity in question.” 
The code states that no con¬ 
sent is obtained when: The 
agreement comes from any¬ 
one other than the complain¬ 
ant; when the complainant 
is incapable of consenting; 
a position of trust, power or 
authority is used to induce 
the complainant to engage in 
the activity; the complainant 


expresses a lack of agreement 
to engage in the activity; or a 
lack of agreement to continue 
the activity. 

Chubb said while some 
teachers already teach con¬ 
sent in their own classrooms, 
“this is too important of a 
topic to leave to happen¬ 
stance.” 

Edmonton parent Kathy 


Dawson has advocated for 
consent education for the cur¬ 
riculum since last year and 
said it’s about time the issue 
was being taught in Alberta’s 
classrooms. 

“I had never been taught 
consent,” said Dawson. “It’s so 
important. There are so many 
social and legal aspects to it 
and people just aren’t aware. 


“I would say the general 
population doesn’t under¬ 
stand it,” she added. 

Dawson said even though 
she no longer has children in 
the school system, she plans 
on continuing to lobby for the 
issue because it affects eveiy 
member of society. 

“It’s a human right for the 
kids,” she said. 


City should reconsider online voting: Knack 



One city councillor is pre¬ 
pared to hit the refresh but¬ 
ton on using online voting in 
civic elections. 

Coun. Andrew Knack, 
who wasn’t on council when 
it voted against the idea in 
2013, said he wants the city 
to reconsider using it in fu¬ 
ture elections. 


Knack asked for a report 
on the issue last year and it 
will go in front of council’s 
executive committee next 
week. He said he looks for¬ 
ward to the debate on the 
issue, but he thinks they 
should ask the province to al¬ 
low for online elections. 

“I think it’s just that nat¬ 


ural evolution. People who 
want to have the choice to 
vote online should have that 
opportunity,” he said. 

Knack said he wouldn’t 
want to continue all voting 
online, but he wants to give 
people the choice. He said the 
last attempt was rushed, but 
if council started down this 


road now, it could be ready 
for 2017. 

“Making that change early 
enough allows them to start 
doing the proper 
prep work,” he said.

Falling oil prices that turned 
Alberta’s $500-million surplus 
into a $7-billion deficit may be 
the reason Edmonton has with¬ 
drawn from bidding on the 
2022 Commonwealth Games, 
but that’s little comfort to the 
sporting organizations and ath¬ 
letes aspiring to be part of the 
high-level competition. 

Sheila O’Kelly, president and 
general manager of ITU World 
Triathlon Edmonton, acknow¬ 
ledged that while the city’s bid 
can’t go ahead without support 
from all levels of government, 
it’s still disappointing. 

“Each sport will cany on. 
In triathlon, we’ve got upcom¬ 
ing world championships in 
Chicago, then Mexico and Hol¬ 
land, but what a games does 
for a city’s image is huge,” said 
O’Kelly. 

Bid CEO Simon Farbrother 
said Edmonton will shift focus 
to the 2026 Games and they’re 
“committed to supporting all 
sports events coming to our 
wonderful city — especially to 
welcoming the FIFA Women’s 
World Cup this summer.” 



O’Kelly said she hopes up¬ 
coming local events — the Tour 
of Alberta, FIFA soccer and the 
elite men’s and women’s triath¬ 
lon races — will keep Edmon¬ 
ton in the world spotlight as a 
great sports city. 

“The city is supportive and 
committed, but we need state- 
of-the-art training facilities for 
ours and other sports,” she 
said. “That’s what hosting a 
major games brings, so I guess 
looldng to 2026 is the next best

Edmonton is now home to 
the only net-zero commercial 
building this far north. 

Mayor Don Iveson in¬ 
stalled the final solar panel 
at a grand opening event for 
the Mosaic Centre on Tuesday. 
The three-storey office build¬ 
ing is rated LEED Platinum 
and is almost entirely leased 
out.

the building, said the com¬ 
pany wanted to show that a 
green building like this could 
work in the marketplace.

The company has also 
placed the plans for the build¬ 
ing online and are encour¬ 
aging other builders to look 
at what they’ve done. Cuku 
said he wants his building’s 
environmental leadership to

He said for now, the city 
will only encourage build¬ 
ers to consider building this 
green, but green buildings 
will eventually become the 
norm. 

“The short-term focus will 
remain on incentives and edu¬ 
cation, but longer-term? Yes 
building codes should change 
to require a higher standard,” 
Iveson said.

‘youthification’ 


Movement. Professor 
says Edmonton has a lot 
to offer young people

It’s more than transit op¬ 
tions and amenities that 
help Edmontonians choose 
where to live, says one On¬ 
tario professor. It’s all about 
what he calls “youthifica¬ 
tion.” 

According to a recent 
study of where the younger 
generation is moving today, 
Edmontonians are choos¬ 
ing to live in neighbour¬ 
hoods near transit but also 
near the action, while baby 
boomers hop to the sub¬ 
urbs. University of Waterloo 
professor Markus Moos calls 
that the “youthification” 
movement. 

“Edmonton would fall 
into a strong process of 
youthification. I think one 
of the things that sticks 
out for Edmonton is the 
large overall share of young 
people living,” said the 
urban planner and geog¬ 
rapher. 

Edmonton’s density of

into higher density cities. 


young people is so great 
that, according to Moos’ 
research, it ranked fourth 
in North America, falling 
behind Calgary, Austin and 
Salt Lake City in the top 
spot. 

He argues that while the 
top four cities have public 
transit and amenities going 
for them, that isn’t enough 
for young professionals to 
make the move across the 
country or the border. 

“It’s as much as it is the 
amenities as it is the jobs 
that bring people here. It’s 
actually a very good thing as 
a city to have the amenities 
and the jobs, and Edmonton 
seems to have that,” said 
Moos. 

He added that there are 
draws to live in “inner-city 
Edmonton for more than 
just the resource sector,” 
which is reflected in the 
city’s continuously growing 
population. 
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Education. New program 
aims to fight radicauzation 


A heartbreaking video featur¬ 
ing a mother’s message to her 
son who died fighting for the 
Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL) is part of a new 
program to fight the radical- 
ization of Canadian youth. 

Extreme Dialogue is be¬ 
lieved to be Canada’s first 
school-based initiative that 
tackles the issue. 

It features films and edu¬ 
cational resources, using the 
stories of real people to help 
youth think for themselves 
and challenge extremist 
ideas. 

Chris Boudreau, whose 
22-year-old son Damian Clair- 
mont was killed while fight¬ 
ing with Islamic extremists 
in Syria last winter, has con¬ 
tinued to speak out against 
extremism. 

“Here we are today. We 
have no body. No way of 
touching you one more time. 
No way to look at you and 
say goodbye,” says the Cal- 
gaiy woman as she looks dir¬ 
ectly into the camera in the 
10-minute video. 

“Why couldn’t you come 
home once you saw how it 
was? Why didn’t you come 
home? How do we live our 
life knowing some of the 
things that you may have 
done?” 

Boudreau said Tuesday 
that she hopes the message 
will get through to young 
people at risk. 

“It just shows the raw 
emotion and how we’re af¬ 
fected as victims,” she said. “It 
opens up an opportunity for 


youth to see the effects and 
to engage in critical thinking 
so they can make some deci¬ 
sions for themselves.” 

The program is available 
to schools and community 
groups and is aimed at teens 
between 14 and 18. 

Rachel Briggs from the In¬ 
stitute for Strategic Dialogue, 
which helped develop the 
program, said ISIL uses the 
Internet to recruit the young. 
Extreme Dialogue will at least 
make another point of view 
available. 

“If we can’t shield our 
young people from the con¬ 
tent entirely, at least we can 
make sure that they have the 
skills to see that propaganda 
for what it is,” she said. 

A handful of Calgary youth 
have already reportedly gone 
to the Middle East to fight for 
ISIL. 

The federal government’s 
annual national-security re¬ 
port said that at the start of 
2014 it knew of more than 
130 individuals who were 
abroad and suspected of ter¬ 
ror-related activities. About 
30 people with Canadian con¬ 
nections were suspected of 
terror activities in Syria. 

The new program has the 
support of law enforcement. 

RCMP Supt. Yvon de 
Champlain said using the In¬ 
ternet to battle extremism is 
like fighting fire with fire. 

“Having an Internet pres¬ 
ence in today’s world of social 
media is so important. That’s 
how we reach our children,” 
said de Champlain.

RCMP lay animal 
cruelty charge 
against dog owner 

Alberta RCMP have laid 
the first criminal charge 
against a woman living on 
a Milk River-area property 
where more than 200 
neglected dogs were found 
but say there will likely be 
more to follow. 

April Irving faces one 
count of animal cruelty 
in connection with five 
dogs found dead on the 
property, said Cpl. Troy 
Dobson, who discovered 
the animals. 

Dobson said the animals 
had “starved to death.” 

In two phases, SPCA of¬ 
ficers seized more than 200 
dogs from the property. 
Many were suffering from 
wounds and severe hygiene 
issues.

Anti-petroleum activists a 
possible threat: Mounties 


A ‘very unusual’ case 


The RCMP has identified “anti- 
petroleum” protesters as a po¬ 
tential security threat, fuelling 
concerns in Parliament that 
tough new anti-terror powers 
will be misused to target en¬ 
vironmentalists, aboriginals 
and critics of the government’s 
economic agenda. 

Prepared by the RCMP’s 
critical infrastructure intelli¬ 
gence team, the threat assess¬ 
ment dated Jan. 24, 2014 says: 
“There is a growing, highly 
organized and well-financed 
anti-Canadian petroleum move¬ 
ment that consists of peaceful 
activists, militants and violent 
extremists, who are opposed 
to society’s refiance on fossil 
fuels.” 

Obtained by La Presse news¬ 
paper, the RCMP document 
casts climate-change activists as 
outside mainstream Canadian 
public opinion and points to 
a handful of criminal acts be¬ 


tween 2006 and 2013, particu¬ 
larly the anti-fracking protests 
in New Brunswick that turned 
violent. It predicts that as pipe¬ 
line and hydraulic-fracturing 
operations expand across 
Canada, “criminal activity as¬ 
sociated to the anti-petroleum 
movement will increase nation¬ 
ally” and calls such extremists 
“a realistic criminal threat.” 

Bill C-51, the proposed Anti- 
Terrorism Act of 2015, would 
enact sweeping new spying and 
intervention powers for CSIS 
and the RCMP to target secur¬ 
ity threats. On Wednesday the 
NDP and Green Party pushed 
the Harper government on just 
who the bill is targeting. 

But Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper mocked Mulcair, say¬ 
ing, “We knew that with the 
NDP it would be only a matter 
of a couple of weeks before we 
got into this kind of conspiracy

Halifax. Two suspects 
accused in alleged mall 
shooting plot make 
first court appearances

The man and woman accused 
of plotting a Halifax mall shoot¬ 
ing sat on a bench, separated 
by sheriffs. The woman held 
a small smile on her face, her 
chin slightly in the air; the 
man’s blond hair lay over his 
eyes as he stared straight ahead. 

Lindsay Kanittha Souvan- 
narath of Geneva, Ill., 23, and 
20-year-old Randall Steven 
Shepherd of Halifax appeared 
briefly in Halifax provincial 
court Tuesday morning and did 
not look at one another. 



Both were arraigned on 
charges of conspiracy to com¬ 
mit murder until their next 
appearance on March 6. Crown 
information submitted to the 
court shows Shepherd and 
Souvannarath also now face 


charges of conspiracy to com¬ 
mit arson, illegal possession of 
weapons for a purpose danger¬ 
ous to the public and making a 
threat through social media. 

The RCMP say the accused 
were planning a mass shooting 


at the Halifax Shopping Centre 
on Valentine’s Day. 

“I would say (it is) veiy 
unusual for here; I certainly 
haven’t encountered anything 
like it,” Crown attorney Shauna 
MacDonald of the special pros¬ 
ecutions unit told reporters out¬ 
side court. 

The Crown information al¬ 
leges that the offences occurred 
between Jan. 6 and Valentine’s 
Day and were carried out with 
James Lee Gamble, a 19-year-old 
man found dead in his Timber- 
lea home on Friday. 

A social-networking website 
believed to be linked to Gamble 
features pictures of weapons, 
Nazi symbols and images relat¬ 
ing to the Columbine school 
shooting. 

When asked why the case is 
considered a conspiracy, Mac¬ 
Donald said it means the police 
allege two people have arrived 
at an agreement.

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France tracking many 
possible sleeper cells 


Terror organizations. 

France aims to intercept 
the radicalization 
process and treat jihadi 
material on the Internet 
as a criminal act 


France is tracking hundreds 
of people believed to belong 
to possible sleeper cells for 
terror organizations like al- 
Qaida or the Islamic State of 
Iraq and the Levant (ISIL), the 
country’s top security official 
said. 

In an interview with The 
Associated Press, Interior 
Minister Bernard Cazeneuve 
laid out what has become 
an increasingly urgent ques¬ 
tion for European intelli¬ 
gence services: how to trace 
the moment when someone 
transforms from a disgrun¬ 
tled criminal or a disaffected 
citizen into a terrorist, and 
how to block those first steps 
toward radicalization. 


“Four hundred targets 
have been identified by our 
intelligence services that are 
more or less sleeper cells, af¬ 
filiated or in relation with al- 
Qaida-type organizations, that 
can strike like the Kouachi 
brothers,” Cazeneuve said in 
an interview late Monday. 

Said and Cherif Kouachi 
were French-born brothers 
who killed 12 people in Paris 
on Jan. 7 when they stormed 
the satirical newspaper Char¬ 
lie Hebdo. They were shot 
dead by police in a confronta¬ 
tion two days later. 

Cazeneuve said he wants 
new measures to give intel¬ 
ligence services more leeway 
to monitor suspects’ elec¬ 
tronic communications. He is 
heading to the United States 
on Wednesday to tiy to per¬ 
suade Internet giants to step 
up and help stem extremists’ 
ability to use propaganda vid¬ 
eos to recruit and indoctrin¬ 
ate new followers.

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Makers of 'female Viagra' 
trying again for approval

The makers of a twice-re¬ 
jected pill designed to boost 
female libido are resubmit¬ 
ting their drug to American 
health regulators, following 
a recent lobbying blitz by pol¬ 
iticians, women’s groups and 
consumer advocates aimed at 
pushing it onto the market. 

Sprout Pharmaceuticals 
said Tuesday it is refiling 
its application for the drug, 
flibanserin, adding new in¬ 
formation requested by the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion about how the pill af¬ 
fects driving ability. FDA sci¬ 
entists requested that data 
after their most recent rejec¬ 
tion of the drug, in part due 
to results showing nearly 10 
per cent of women in com¬ 
pany trials reported sleepi¬ 
ness as a side effect. The 
company studied women’s 
driving ability the morning 
after taking flibanserin com¬ 
pared with women taking a 
placebo and a common sleep¬ 
ing pill. 

If approved, Sprout’s daily

attempt to increase sexual 
desire by acting on brain 
chemicals linked to appetite 
and mood. 


• If approved, flibanserin 
would be labelled for 
premenopausal women 
with hypoactive sexual 
desire disorder, de¬ 
scribed as a lack of sex¬ 
ual appetite that causes 
emotional distress. 


pill would be the first drug 
for women who report a lack 
of sexual desire, a market 


that drugmakers have been 
trying to tap since the block¬ 
buster success of Viagra for 
men in the late 1990s. But 
the drug has already faced a 
long, winding review at the 
FDA because of lacklustre ef¬ 
fectiveness and side effects 
including fatigue, dizziness 
and nausea. 

In an effort to break the 
regulatory logjam, groups 
sponsored by Sprout and 
other drugmakers have 
begun publicizing the lack 
of a “female Viagra” as a 
women’s rights issue. 

“Women deserve equal 
treatment when it comes to 
sex,” states an online petition 
to the FDA organized by one 
group, Even the Score, which 
garnered 25,000 supporters.

Parliament is debating an 
NDP private member’s bill 
that would give unpaid in¬ 
terns workplace standards 
and safety protections under 
the Canada Labour Code. 

The bill, tabled last spring 
by Quebec MP Lauren Liu, 
would ensure that all intern¬ 
ships are linked to educa¬ 
tional programs and primar¬ 
ily benefit the intern, not the 
employer. 

It would also limit the 
number of hours of work for 


unpaid interns, and provide 
them the right to refuse dan¬ 
gerous work. 

The proposed legislation 
would also prohibit compan¬ 
ies from replacing paid work 
with internships. 

While some provinces, in¬ 
cluding Quebec, Ontario and 
Alberta, provide some protec¬ 
tions to unpaid interns, there 
are no laws covering federally 
regulated businesses that use 
free labour.

I have taken about 4,500 photos of my cat in the 
past year. 

I am not a crazy cat lady I mean, I love my 
cats but I never took4,500 photos of my previ¬ 
ous pets. Or my kid. (Well, I might have taken 
that many of my kid.) 

I am the owner of Stash the Moustache Cat. 
He was an experiment in going viral that’s 
proven that to be almost famous on the Inter¬ 
net, you just need something really remarkable 
—and a lot of luck. And it helps if it’s a cat. 

Stash was just your average family pet (with 
a distinctive moustache marking on his face) in 
January 2014 when we at Metro decided to see if 
we could make him go viral. 

Cats with moustaches are actually a thing 
online. They’re called Kitlers. This is something 
I learned over a month of posting his photos on 
Instagram. When the month was done, Stash 
had about 1,000 followers. Not bad, but hardly 
viral. 

So I decided to keep going on my own, post¬ 
ing roughly four photos a day of Stash getting 
belly rubs, freaking out at the patio door over 
the backyard bunnies and falling off of things. 

It’s been a year, and Stash has passed the 
10,000-follower mark on Instagram. His follow¬ 
er count grew by 2,000 in only one night when 
another popular Instagram account asked me 
if it could feature him. His popularity is weird 
and hilarious to me. 

Here’s what I’ve learned: 

1. Cat people are obsessed. Some people love 
Stash as much as they love their own kitties. 


They get very upset or worried if I don’t post 
enough photos. I once posted a photo of Stash in 
a carrier and said we were off to the vet. It was 
time for his annual checkup, and we also 
shaved him down for the summer. 

Not only were people genuinely worried 
something was wrong with him, I had a few 
people leave comments about how mad they 
were that I would shave my cat’s fur. Stash is a 
real part of some of his followers’ lives, and 
yet he’s never met them. 

2. The online cat community is a bully-free 
zone. Jerks are not tolerated. 

3. When I post, I pretend that Stash is 
speaking. I can’t believe the number of people 
who talk to him like he’s a human. 

4. The quality of the photo matters. Good 
photos always get more likes than mediocre 
ones. 

5. That said, sometimes the mediocre 
photos get more likes, simply because a well- 
connected person shares the photo. 

6. Stash’s formula for success: good photo 
with mildly amusing caption, and the photo 
MUST contain the moustache in some way. 

The experiment will continue. I will keep 
posting photos between meetings, in the ele¬ 
vator, on my lunch break, even during my 
daily conference call with the other Metro 
editors (sorry, guys). 

Stash isn’t viral. There are a lot of Internet 
Kitlers. But we’ve built a community 10,000 
strong. Not bad for a clumsy cat with a mous¬ 
tache.

Isn’t that the point of the hours-long 
parade of Chanel and Dior and Armani, any¬ 
way? There is a time and a place for everything. 
The red carpet is the time and place to celebrate 
the glitz and glamour of Tinseltown, not ask the 
hard-hitting questions.

The late, great Joan Rivers is said to

“In a lot of ways, 
modern espionage, modern 
spy craft was developed in 
Canada.” 

Debuting Wednesday, X 
Company centres on Camp 
X, which was a spy school 
on the Whitby-Oshawa bor¬ 
der. 

The facility trained hun¬ 
dreds of secret agents to 
work behind enemy lines. 
It also had a state-of-the-art 
telecommunications centre. 

Milligan plays Tom Cum¬ 
mings, an American adver¬ 
tising expert who special¬ 
izes in propaganda and 
manipulation.

Loyal fans of How to Get Away 
With Murder aren’t the only 
ones delighting in the shocking 
twists and turns of the tense 
serial.

Island hopping. 

A trip that combines 
stops in Dominica 
and Barbados offers 
equal parts adventure 
and relaxation 


When the urge to escape the 
winter grind strikes, and you 
don’t want to just relax on 
the beach, you need to find a 
sun destination that also of¬ 
fers a mild dose of adventure. 
Enter the Caribbean islands 
of Dominica and Barbados, 
each with its own allure. 

Getting dirty in Dominica 

A rugged, hard-to reach, self- 
proclaimed “nature island” 
dropped into the Lesser Antil¬ 
les, Dominica is as far away 
from the all-inclusive Carib¬ 
bean experience as you can 
get. Instead of bands of tran¬ 
quil beaches crawling with 
tourists, it’s covered with 
lush rain forest and enough 
trails to keep you hiking for 
weeks. 

Climb down Wavine 
Cyrique, a vertical trail of tan¬ 
gled mangrove roots and im¬ 
provised rope ladders. 

You’ll quickly learn that 
Dominica always rewards a 
struggle. When you reach the 
bottom, you’ll find yourself 
in a scene straight out of Pir¬ 
ates of the Caribbean with a 
secluded black sand beach, a 
waterfall shooting off the cliff 
into the rough sea and a coco¬ 
nut tree swaying lazily in the 
breeze. 

Dominica is full of small 
astonishments like that. After 
scrambling over muddy rocks 
and wading through rivers for 
an hour, you’ll suddenly find 
yourself faced with a powerful 
waterfall emptying into a basin 




of turquoise water—perfect for 
swimming. Snorkelling, you’ll 
not only enjoy watching neon 
fish and sea cucumbers, but 
thanks to the island’s volcanic 
activity, you are surrounded 
by sparkling bubbles that give 
the spot its name: Champagne 
Reef. 

At night, you can curl up 
in a comfortably furnished 
yurt at a property called Mer¬ 
maid’s Secret, falling asleep 


to the calls of crickets and 
frogs. 

But sometimes you need 
a “vacation from the vaca¬ 
tion,” as they say. Dominica’s 
isolated natural beauty en¬ 
chants, but after five days of 
exploring, your muscles may 
be tied up in knots and legs 
criss-crossed with scratches. 
Before heading back to snow, 
make time for that perfect 
beach day by tacking Bar¬ 


bados onto your itineraiy. 

Beach on a budget 
in Barbados 

Barbados is on Dominica’s 
flight path (flights also pass 
through Antigua) and it’s also 
relatively easy on the wallet. 
Its postcard-perfect beaches 
are free and public transpor¬ 
tation is simple to navigate. 
Almost every time you step 
onto the street, a van pulls

up, ready to whisk you away. 

With a little legwork you 
can find perfectly secluded 
beaches in Barbados. Juma’s 
Restaurant, in Speightstown, 
is an easy favourite. Pool-calm 
waters, an immaculate stretch 
of sand and free use of lounge 
chairs and umbrellas make it 
the island’s best-kept secret. 
For an inexpensive lunch you 
can buy a sandwich for $5. 

On the other side of the 
island, tiy Bottom Bay. With 
its dramatic cliffs and foamy 
waters, it’s clear to see why 
it’s popular for fashion shoots. 
There are no restaurants near¬ 
by, so pack a picnic, but you 
can buy a pina colada in a fresh 
coconut on-site. Still, there’s 
a time and place for crowds 
in the Caribbean. On Friday 
nights, tourists and locals alike 
descend on Oistins Fish Fiy, an 
outdoor bazaar of restaurant 
shacks that fix up overflowing 
plates of fish, plantains and 
macaroni for $15. As the night 
goes on, the music turns up, 
more locals join in, and the 
stage becomes a freewheel¬ 
ing dance scene where eveiy- 
body shows off their moves.

I love trying new things in 
the kitchen.

That passion was my in¬ 
spiration for this Spanish 
Chorizo Tortilla, which is 
the Spanish version of an 
Italian frittata. 

This recipe is easy 
enough for a weelcnight 
meal to be served up with 
a crisp salad, but versatile 
enough to serve for brunch 
with family and friends. 

Look for chorizo sausage 
in the grocery store where 
other cured sausages are 
sold. You can find mild or 
hot varieties. 

Don’t have enough eggs? 
Use six eggs and half a cup 
(125 ml) of 10% cream in¬ 
stead of the eight called for 
in the recipe. 


To ovenproof a nonstick 
skillet that has a wooden or 
plastic handle, simply wrap 
it in foil before putting it 
into the oven. 


Directions 

1. In a large ovenproof non- 
stick skillet, heat oil over 
medium-high heat and the 
cook potatoes, red onion 


and garlic for 5 minutes, 
stirring often. 

2. Add broth, reduce heat 
to medium-low and cover 


and cook for about 10 min¬ 
utes or until potatoes are 
fork tender. 

3. Uncover and add chorizo

Knowing whether a job is the 
right choice for you can be 
tough. 

How do you know it will 
advance you to where you 
want to go? Since you’ll be 
devoting a lot of time to that 
role, how can you be sure 
you’re making the right deci¬ 
sion? 

Here are some things to 
consider before you accept a 
job offer. 

Is it suited for your lifestyle? 

Maybe you’re looking for flex¬ 
ibility in your hours. Or per¬ 
haps you’re looking for a typ¬ 
ical Monday to Friday, 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. job. 

Make sure you know how 
flexible this position will be. 
Some employers won’t men¬ 
tion that you have to work 
overtime or outside of regular 


office hours. 

If you usually spend week¬ 
ends out of town, a job that 
requires you to work week¬ 
ends may not be the best 
choice. 

Be upfront about your 
situation, and ask questions 
during the interview. Don’t 
agree to a job that requires 
a two-hour commute if you 
have commitments before 
or after work that you’re not 
willing to give up. Some em¬ 


ployers are flexible with work 
arrangements, so be sure to 
bring this up during the inter¬ 
view stage. 

Is the money right? 

This area can be tricky. When 
considering your potential in¬ 
come, you should be realistic. 

Do research on the pos¬ 
ition you’re applying for, and 
compare the income your po¬ 
tential employer is offering 
you to others in your field. 


Then, based on your experi¬ 
ence, determine an income 
range you think would be 
fair to both you and the em¬ 
ployer.

Plug-in hybrids have yet to de¬ 
velop an identifiable personal¬ 
ity and/or critical following. To 
most of us, they are little more 
than technical curiosity. 

But they offer something 
neither a regular hybrid nor 
a full EV can deliver: You get 
to decide how much of the EV 
religion you want to partake 
of — plug in and turn on if you 
want to; plug out and turn off if 
you’re not feeling it. 

Truth be known, I wasn’t 
exactly feeling it during the 
week of our test with the 2015 


Ford Fusion Engergi (top-shelf 
Titanium trim level), because 
frigid Februaiy temperatures 
robbed about a third of the 
potential 30-kilometre range 
available in the Energi’s lith¬ 
ium ion batteiy pack after a full 
night’s charge. 

And to get that charge, I 
had to run a veiy long electrical 
cord through the snow from a 
back-of-the-house outlet. To top 
it off, gas was cheap that week. 
Nonetheless, I plugged in and 
felt good about it. 

It’s entirely possible to drive 
the Energi normally so it will 
deplete its electrical charge be¬ 
fore firing up its gas engine and 
retreating to normal hybrid 
mode. The Energi can go quite 
fast — 137 km/hr — in pure 
electric mode. 

In a regular hybrid, you 
might get two to three kilo¬ 
metres of pure EV mode, so 
the gas engine kicks in before 
you’ve even figured out your 
radio selection. But the Energi 


gives you enough EV range for 
a total EV commute (if it’s not 
too long), and for a real EV ex¬ 
perience, that smooth, silent, 
and (virtually) carbon-free pro¬ 
pulsion which feels like The 
Future. 

It’s other main party trick 
is that it also gives you eveiy- 



thing the normal Fusion does, 
namely terrific looks, real five- 
passenger seating, and excel¬ 
lent ride dynamics, though 
you do feel the extra weight of 
that bigger batteiy, and overall 
power is not overwhelming.

What does it take to build 
a car that people want to 
buy? 

Along with the mechan¬ 
ical components, automakers 
also look at non-automotive 
things, including how differ¬ 
ent generations react to such 
diverse items as food, phones, 
and health care. 

Ford recently released 
its third annual report on 


trends, which it uses to try to 
understand the needs of dif¬ 
ferent buyers, including the 
emerging Generation Z. 

“It’s really a discussion 
starter and a primer for 
brainstorming,” says Sheryl 
Connelly, Ford’s global trends 
and futuring manager. 

“I’m often asked if you 
can draw a direct line from 
a trend to a new feature, but 


it’s not always that linear. 

“You can use this many 
ways, and it could lead to new 
ideas, but more commonly 
it becomes part of the busi¬ 
ness case of why something 
should be added to a car.”

ences can change dramatic¬ 
ally in that time. 

“We tiy to imagine the 
future that has yet to be im¬ 
agined by anyone else, and 
that’s where we use tools 
like tracking global trends to 
understand how things could 
change,” Connelly says. 

“I’ll try to identify a trend 
and determine if it has stay¬ 
ing power.” 

It’s especially difficult to 
build and market a car that 
appeals to multiple genera¬ 
tions. Baby boomers saw a 
car as their gateway to adult¬ 
hood, Connelly says, while 
for millennials, cellphones 
give them freedom and ac¬ 
cess. 

In addition to its own 
work, Ford is reaching out 
to external collaborators to 
come up with new apps for 
vehicle infotainment sys¬ 
tems, including a one that 
sends a text to eveiyone in 


the driver’s social circle ask¬ 
ing them not to send any 
messages until they receive 
confirmation that the driver 
is at his or her destination. 

Carmakers don’t just look 
at the market where they’re 
designing and building a car, 
but rather at society world¬ 
wide to see what the future 
may hold. 

They also have to consider 
an aging population: Eveiy 
seven seconds in North Amer¬ 
ica, someone turns 65. 

“You think about how 
reduced response time, im¬ 
paired vision and limited 
range of motion could af¬ 
fect how we engineer the 
vehicles,” Connelly says. 

“But while we might 
have been inspired for these 
by aging drivers, we would 
never market it that way. We 
use universal design so it ap¬ 
peals to all drivers of all ages 
and physical conditions.”

Practical performance is its Forte 



Special delivery. Kia's 
Fortes is an intriguing 
combination of a semi- 
hot hatchback and a 
roomy, well-appointed 
family hauler 


It took me five days to real¬ 
ize that this car was turbo¬ 
charged. 

And it took the guy who 
works at the wine store to 
clue me in. 

Granted, my pal Steven 
Bourque is the Google go-to 
when it comes to knowing 
the tiniest details about new 
cars. Kind of an automotive 
Rainman. Definitely. 

But the fact my butt could 
not instinctively tell by driv¬ 
ing the Forte5 SX, either, 
means that Kia has done a 
pretty good job of banishing/ 
masking turbo lag once and 
for all, or that the car just 
doesn’t have enough kiclc-in- 
the-pants power to make you 
realize there’s a turbocharger 
(a power adder) in there at all. 

The answer would seem to 
be a bit of both. 

Steven says he knew it 
was a turbo model by the

“flowery” wheels. Of course 
the “GDI-t” badge on the rear 
hatch is also a giveaway. 

Doh! 

Anyway, the 1.6-litre turbo 
engine makes 201 horse¬ 
power, which actually isn’t 
a whole lot more than the 
non-turbo 2.0 found in the 
base Forte (the SX that Garry 
dropped off on my doorstep is 


the top trim). 

That makes me wonder 
what the point of building 
a turbo engine is, if there 
isn’t any perceptible boost to 
make me giggle. 

It could be the six-speed 
automatic transmission dull¬ 
ing the sensation a bit, but 
paddle-shifting it in a sporty 
matter is actually quite fun. 


High-lows 


• WOWS: You can fit a lot of 
stuff in the Fortes. It has a 
smooth ride and drive, even 
with cold, low-profile tires 
on craggy winter roads. The 
car is well-appointed, which 
adds to its decent value. 

• HMMS: Pretty smooth 
engine, but not as sporty as 
the badges let on. Consider 
it a premium engine, not a 
performance piece. There's 
a little too much going on 
inside, which detracts from 
the premium feel. 


I just wish it were all¬ 
wheel drive for this horror 
show of a winter I’m having, 
which might not be an un¬ 
reasonable request given a 
tax-in price of about $31,000. 

That price includes heated 
leather seats, high-intensity- 
discharge headlights, back¬ 
up camera, heated steering 
wheel and navigation. 

For a top model, though, 
the hollow-sounding audio 
system is a letdown. 

And the creepy orange 
LCD lighting for the clock 
and the climate controls is 


just wrong, especially when 
compared to the subtle ele¬ 
gance of something like the 
Volkswagen GTI, which is 
the hot-hatch standard and is 
similarly priced to this Kia. 

The VeeDub also doesn’t 
rely on trendy carbon-fibre 
trim (fake or real) or bizarre 
shapes like the radiating ver¬ 
tical slashes in the Forte5’s 
dashboard and door panels. 

The GTI’s engine has much 
more power, and the stereo is 
massively better, too. 

Being practical, though, 
is more the Forte’s forte. The 
long hatchback is undeniably 
roomy and functional. It’s 
like a scaled-down minivan 
— even if no one realizes it. 

But the similarities be¬ 
came obvious when Gariy ar¬ 
rived at the end of the week 
with a Kia Sedona minivan 
for my next test. 

Gariy moved all his travel¬ 
ling junk from one vehicle to 
the other without batting an 
eye or having to bend over all 
that much. 

“Roomy, eh?” he notes. 

And, suddenly, I get it. I 
didn’t realize the Forte5 was 
turbocharged because I just 
wasn’t expecting it out of a 
practical family hauler.
